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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that in a WDM application 
additional transmission penalties, for example, inter-channel XPM and FWM are relevant. Success in a single channel application is no 
predictor of whether a similar WDM system will also be successful. First, the Applicant fails to provide any evidence to prove that the 
modification will not be successful. Second, XPM and FWM are well known effects for WDM and there are various engineering techniques 
to avoid, compensate or reduce these effects. The Examiner does not suggest to bodily incorporate the Atia et al. system and the Clausen 
et al. system into the Fukuchi system. As taught by FIG. 3 of instant specification that the system includes tunable dispersion 
compensation and PMD compensator. The Examiner understands that in order for a system to work in an industrial environment, many 
details have to be worked out and the teaching of the three references cited are far from enough for providing all these details. However, it 
is expected that the modification of the Fukuchi system based on the teaching of Atia et al. and Clausen et al. would have yielded the 
claimed invention without undue experientation by one of ordinary skill in the art.. 
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
